N July 16, when th^ “Olympian", 
the hest complete passenger train 
Lo travel irnm Chicago to Seattle (rn 
tapered roller bearings ,starts on its 
long journey over the lines of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, a 
new chapter will he added to the story 
of the conquest of the passes in the 
great mountain harrier that shuts off 
tile rich and fertile country of the 
Pacific Coast. 
The significance of the 
1 accomplishment docs not end there; 
the extent of its influence on the fu­ 
ture of railway transportation in this 
country, although incalculable at pres 
cnt, cannot help hut be far reaching 


Train Forms Exhibit 


The train itself represents the ranst 
modern ideas in comfort and conven­ 
ience. 
It will consist of eight cars, 
selected as being typical of each kind 
, of passenger, lounge, observation, and 
dining car which the Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee and St. Paul has had built after 
its own designs for use on its two 
crack trains, the “Pioneer”, which runs 
between Chicago and Minneapolis, and 
the “Olympian” , which runs between 
Chicago and Tacoma, Wash. 
After 
i leaving Chicago, the train will be ex­ 
hibited in the stations of various cities 
and towns along the route, remaining 
! about one day in each. 


New Features in Construction 


Among the many unique features 
included in the construction of the 
different types of cars is one which, 
common to all of them, marks the 
beginning of a new era in railway 
practice — the Timken tapered roller 
hearings on which the whole train 
travels. 
The story of the development 
of these bearings has been made a long 
one by tile obstacles put in the way

as it can a 12-car train with ordi­ 
nary friction hearings. 
In addition, the 
acceleration in the case of the roller 
bearing train is much smoother, jerking 
and false starts being eliminated. 


As a result, schedules can be mad* 
faster, and the carrying capacity 
of 
individual trains increased, which, in 
addition to the savings which may be 
expected in the different ite ms t h a t go 
to make up a railroad's operating and 
maintenance 
expenses, 
should 
bring 
about a material improvement, both 
economic 
and 
practical, 
in 
existing 
conditions. 


New Com fort in Travelling Results 


From the standpoint of travelling 
comfort, the use of these bearings 
opens up a totally new vista to the 
American “ nation of travellers” . 
The 
old days of sudden, jerking starts, and 
equally unpleasant stops will be over, 
as will the vibration and rocking of 
the train at high speed. 
Last but not 
hast, the hot box, with its attendant 
necessary evils, will become extinct. 
This latest innovation, in fact, is the 
climax of the long series of improve* 
irea-s*s 
made by the railroads to in* 
crease the comfort and safety of the 
travelling public.
